AT LABOR MEETING 


Revolver Fire Abruptly Ends 
Deliberations of Paint- 
ers’ Council. 


BUSINESS AGENT A VICTIM. 


Two of the delegates to a meeting of the 
Painters’ District council, held last night at 
20 West Randolph street, were shot a few 
minutes after the meeting was called to or- 
der by the president, William Anderson. 
When the police arrived they found the hall 
filled with smoke. One man was lying on 
the floor with a bullet in his right leg. A 
the others had fled. 


Secretary of Local Wounded 

The wounded man was William Gradt, sec- 
retary of local union No. 101. He lives 
at 4713 Fullerton avenue. 

Another man, Charles Cameron, 2128 Ogden 
avenue, was shotin the neck. He was car- 
ried down in the elevator. Cameron is a 
business agent of Painters’ District coun- 
cil No. 14. On Sept. 20 he was shot at at 
the district coyncil’s headquarters, 300 West 
Madison street, by Fred Ward, a painter, 
who lives at 1707 Crilly place. Ward and 
several other painters who were working 
on a job at the Congress hotel were laid off 
two days before the shooting. He blamed 
Cameron, the business agent, for being out 
of work. 


Man Comes Looking for Cameron, 

Roy, alias Muckle Shields, a painter, and 
friend of Ward, walked into the meeting 
last night soon after President Anderson had 
pounded the gavel on the table in front of 
him. Shields stood in the middle of the room 
and scanned the faces of the thirty-five or 
forty delegates present as if searching for 
some one. His gaze rested upon Cameron, 
who was sitting near the stove. Behind Cam- 
eron’s seat there depended from the wall the 
charter of the Brotherhood of Painters and 
Decorators local No. 8147. It was draped in 
mourning for the recent death of a member, 

“Do not throw lighted cigarets on the 
floor,“ was the inscription on a sign that 
hung at the other side of the stove. 

Without a word Shields began shooting at 
Cameron. Gradt, who was sitting close to 
the target, was hit lo the leg. 


Bullets Hit the Wall. 

Two or three bullets went in the wall. 

Cameron was struck in the left side of the 
neck by the first shot fired. He dropped to 
the floor. Six shots in all were fired, and 
then followed the quick getaway.“

Henry Spencer has found the word which 
he thinks aptly identifies Charles Hadley, 
prosecuting attorney of Du Page county.

Tells of Many Cures.

of the recent investigation of the outcome of 
cases of cancer recorded in the Johns Hop- 
kins hospital. In eighty-five cases of benign 
lesions of the Mp there were 100 per cent 


eures. Of lesions of the lip which to the sight 


and touch seemed, benign, but which under 
the microscope proved to be early cancer, 
there were nine cures, 90 per cent. 

The failure to cure in the one cate was 
due to an incomplete operation on the lower 
lip. When the lower lip only was removed 
and not the glands, they have cured but seven 
patients, or 63 per cent. 

The failure to cure in four cases was due to 
the involvement of the glands under the 
jaw. When the complete operation was per- 
formed—that is removing the leslon of the 
lip and the glands of the neck—there have 
been twenty-five year cures, or 85 per cent. 
As to cancer of the breast, in the least 
malignant forms there are thirty-five pa- 
tients cured, five years or more after opera- 
tion. There were fifteen patients who came

UNPUNISHED. 
A jury has found Daniel Donahoe guilty 
of conspiracy to defame Clarence S. Funk, 
and if that is a just verdict there are rascals 
black as pitch behind the lawyer. . 
If Donahoe undertook to defame Funk 
and ruin his character he did not do so for 
the love of it or fora little practice. How- 
ever little risk he may have thought was in- 
volved in the business, he did not undertake 
it without solicitation. 
Behind Donahoe, guilty as the jury pro- 
nounces him, there are unrevealed men for 
whom justice must be hungry. Donahoe 
served the purposes of these men, and pun- 
ishment la poorly applied so long as they can 
go unmasked about their affairs.

The nest of rattlesnakes was found, but 
the big snakes got away—scotched, possibly, 
but not killed. 


THE STRANGE CASE OF ANTHONY. 
It is hard work to keep Anthony Comstock 
embodied. He is always slipping out of the 
flesh and becoming, like Mrs. Grundy, a 
state of mind. Possibly in New York, where 
his scandalized eye constantly is alighting 
upon some new menace to society and his 
scandalized legs hurrying him away for the 
police, he is unquestioningly accepted as a 
corporeal being, but elsewhere he persist- 
ently evades materialism and becomes an in- 
stitution, as we said, like Mrs. Grundy. 

It is a guess, but we'll venture it, that 
nine of ten folks in these parts coming upon 
Anthony Comstock’s name in the news con- 
fess to themselves some surprise that he’s 
alive. It's a curious state of affairs for an 
active moralist to find himself in, but prob- 
ably Mr. Comstock himself bas been un- 
aware of the precarious nature of his cor- 
poreality. Likely enough the thing never 
suggested itself to him and it never occurred 
to him to regard himself as a tradition, an 
institution, a concept.

CATARRH. 

OLDS are due to bacteria. These 
germs locate somewhere on the lin- 
ing of the nose. They travel along 
the surface and find their way into 
the cavities that open off the nose. 

We might compare this process to an over- 

flowing stream. 

When the acute infection subsides in the 
nose proper, a suppurating area is left behind, 
usually in some one of these cavities. When 
the overflow subsides everything drains off 
and dries out except certain low places that 
stay like malaria breeding, snake infested 
ponds, 

These sinuses, or cavities, discharging pus 

that drains into the nose periodically, is what 

is called catarrh. From such pools are ab- 
sorbed the poisons which cause the ill feel- 
ings of so-called catarrh. From them are 
absorbed some of the germs which cause 
rheumatism and rheumatoid arthritis. The 

are responsible for various forms of neural- 
gia, some of which are not easily diagnosed. 


— 
Inflammation of the nose caused by colds 
and grip may extend upward through the 
ustachiau tube to the middle ear. When 
this occurs the lining ot the tube often closes 
the passage through it so that tuids forming 
in the middle ear cannot escape into tha 
throat. These conditions are sometimes 
present in such quantities that they break 
through the drumhead, and the fluids are 
discharged externally. 
Such conditions may cause severe pain 
(earache), which nearly always subsides 
with rupture of the drumhead and discharge 
of fluids and pus.. When the matter reaches 
this stage it should be regarded as serious. 
If people would bear well when they are 
old, they should take good care of their ears 
in their younger days. To do this the nose 
and throat should be kept healthy, and eur- 
ache or running ear properly treated early.

Nose diseases are responsible not only for 
ear and other diseases; they are responsible 
for many eye disturbances. Hence, before 
having glasses fitted to your eyes, it is well 
to discover if there is some nose disease 
present. [f so, this should be corrected, 
and then the eyes cared for. In many cases 
after the nose disease is cleared up eye 
glasses are no longer needed.

I presume the sores are cold sores, or herpes. A 
cold is the result of an infection. Some infections 
are more liable to cause herpes than others. A 
pneumococcus infection is liable to cause it. Hav- 
ing sores with colds {s some proof that the infeo- 
tion is with pneum ccus—not the safest sort of 
an infection. Not infrequently the pneumococci 
lie in wait between colds in the tonsils, or around 
the teeth, or in the nose, or some cavity opening 
from the nose. 

To cure these sores, take a purge; apply cold 
Cream to the sores. 

To prevent them, avoid colds. 

To avoid colds, keep in the open air; keep out of 
hot, crowded places; have the nose, mouth, and 
teeth cleaned; keep them clean. If advisable, take 
@ vaccine.

The German press took the matter up owing 
to the kaiser’s frequently professed patriotic 
preference for German schaumwein or sekt 
over French champagne, a profession whicb 
no one quite believes. Iudéed, it is alleged 
on excellent authority that the champagne 
served on William II.’s table is wholly 
French, though the labels on the bottles may 
be aggressively German. 

The late Prince von Bismarck was mani- 
festly ignorant of this pious fraud on the 
part of his sovereign. He was wont to assert 
that German champagne was disastrous to 
his digestion, and that, while he was per- 
fectly ready to give his life for his country, he 
hesitated about sacrificing his stomach on the 
altar of patriotism. 


HEN the income tax was estab- 

lished, or rather, I should say, re- 
W vived, by the administration of Sir 

Robert Peel in 1842, Queen Victoria, 
partly with the object of allaying 
{ the unpopularity of the impost which had 
become a fiscal necessity, and more especially 
with the object of sharing its burdens with 
her people, announced her intention ol paying 
the tax, not only on her civil list but also on 
her private income. 
King Edward went a step further. After he 
had been on the throne a couple of years he 
gave orders that the regular customs dues 
should be thenceforth paid on all wines, 
spirits, tobacco, and other dutiable articles 
imperted from abroad for the use of the 
reigning family, of the royal household, and 
of the court. 
As the royal cellars are of immense extent, 
and as, moreover, the consumption of costly 
tobacco at court is extremely large, this 
action on the part of the late king constituted 
a heavy drain on his official and private in- 
come, though, of course, it meant a consid- 
erable addition to the yearly revenues of the 
customs department.

If I call attention to this matter ſt is because 
of the widespread comment excited through- 
out the country by the exemption of President 
Woodrow Wilson, though not of his succes- 
sors at the White House, from the payment of 
the income tax under the new law. 
Just why the statute should have emanci- 
pated him personally and not the vice presi- 
dent or the members of the cabinet, who re- 
ceive less than a sixth of his emoluments and 
who have no furnished official residence pro- 
vided for them by the state, it is difficult to 
understand. 
Indeed, it is eo impolitic from a popular point 
of view that one is tempted to believe that 
the insertion of the emancipatory clause was 
the act of some of his adversaries in congress 
and escaped his attention.

John Fortescue who has been selected by 
King George to write the official biography 
of his fathe~, is particularly well equipped 
for the task. That he has a ready and gifted 
pen was shown hy tne never story which he 
wrote of the King and queen’s memorable 
coronation visit to India, a story to which 
he managed to impart both humor and origi- 
nali*y. 

Moreover, he has been for several years 
past the librarian of the royal library of 
Windsor castle and, as such, the custodian 
of all the secret archives of the last four or 
five reigns.

In the royal library at Windsor there are 
preserved not only all sorts of wonderful 
editions and nriceless volumes collected ny 
the various occupants of the English throne 
but also all the correspondence of Queen 
Victoria and of King Edward with their min- 
isters and with the various foreign rulers and 
royal personages abroad during the last seven 
or eight decad a. 

The volumiaus character of this corre- 
spondence can best be appreciated when it 10 
explained that, while parliament is in session, 
the leaders of the house of lorès and the house 
of commons, both of them cabinet ministers, 
are compelled to write every night in their 
own hand a letter to the monarch. giving a 
brief account of the business transacted dur- 
ing the sitting. : 

All this correspondence is preserved at 
Windsor, and there is no one at the court o. 
St. James who, as the custodian thereof, iz 
intrusted with so many family and political 
secrets as the Hon. John Fortescue.

He is a younger brother of the Earl For- 
tescue and of Capt. Sir Seymour Fortescue. 
R. N., one of the king’s equerries and ser- 
geant at arms of the house of lords. 

His sister-in-law, Lady Fortescue, was ap- 
a" last winter lady in waiting to Queen 
Mary. 

John Fortescue is an old Harrovian, a 
graduate of Trinity college, Cambridge: a 
member of the Atheneum, and the Travelers’ 
clubs in London, and the author of several 
books. . 

He has made all sorts of wonderful finds 
and discoveries since he was appointed to 
the office of royal librarian eight years ago by 
King Edward. Among other things brought 
to light are the ten missing pages of the cele- 
brated French translation of Flavius Jose- 
phus“ History of Jewish Antiquities,” which 
is one of the gems of the national library o. 
Fra..ce. 

The work in question belonged to charles 
V. of France, and found its way into the ö 
Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris in the reign 
of Louis XI. The ten pages were missing 
from the time the book had been in the li- 
brary, that is to say, for hundreds of years. 

How they ever reached the royal library at 
W'.adsor, where they had Seen hidden away 
behind a lot of books for considerably more 
than a century, nobody seems to know 

King Edward, on learning of their discov- 
ery by Mr. Fortescue, took immediate steps 
to present them to the National Library of 
France, and they were thus restored in 1909 
to the precious volume from which they wete

Immunity from taxation is a purely mon- 
archical prerogative, dating from the olden 
times, when imposts were levied for the main- 
tenance of rulers. | 
Nowadays taxes are levied for the benefit 
of the people, constituing a sort of popular 
contribution for the common weal. 
It is on this ground that the vast majority 
of sovereigns in Europe now show their 
patriotism and their fellow feeling for their 
countrymen by voluntary surrender of the 
anachronistic exemption from taxation, 
which they enjoyed until recently.

There is scarcely.a monarch in Europe who 
is not engaged in industrial and commercial 
enterprises of some kind or other. Some of 
the finest distilleries in Scotland are owned 
by King George, while the principal breweries 
in Bavaria belong to the Wittelsbach dynasty. 
It is unfair that they should escape paying 
the same imposts in connection with these 
undertakings as their leas exalted competi- 
tors in business. 

When kings and emperors, as well as soy- 
ereign grand dukes, endeavor to add to their 
resources by the construction and the run- 
ning of hotels and restaurants. such as, for 
instance, the kaiser, the king of Wurtem- 
berg, the Grand Duke of Hesse, and tha 
dukes of Bavaria, it is only right that they 
pay the same license dues and imposts as 
their rival bonifaces.

In Germany, the various rulers of the 
twenty odd sovereign states comprised in the 
empire are called upon to pay duties on things 
imported from abroad, just like any other 
Teuton citizen.

United Societies Begin New 
Campaign Against Drys. 


WOMAN VOTERS A MENACE. 


Admit That Temperance Suffragists 
Jeopardize Their Interests. 


Preliminary steps were taken by the execu- 
tive committee of the United Societies at a 
meeting last night in the Hotel Bismarck to 
prevent further encroachment by the drys in 
wet territory in Iliinois. It was tentatively 
decided to inaugurate a statewide campaign 
against the growth of prohibition sentiment. 

Conoern was shown at the meeting over the 
dry victories this month in eighteen out of the 
twenty-four towns in which local option 
elections were held. It was agreed that the 
societies’ platform of liberal government was 
threatened and that heroic measures might 
be necessary to save Chicago from the drys. 
It was comceded that the newly enfranchised 
women menaced the wets. It was proposed 
that the political action committee commu- 
micate without delay with kindred organiza- 
tions so that a campaign fund might be 
raised, 


Continue to Enlist Women. 

Enlisting of women ia to be continued by 
the United Societies as an offset to similar 
action by antagonistic bodies. Organizer 
Leopold Neumann reported that 6,306 Ger- 
man women have become affiliated with the 
organization since the last meeting of the 
executive committee, increasing the total to 
10,604 now on the roster. 

The committee adopted an amendment to 
the constitution increasing the executive 
board from 105 to 125, and voted to give the 
additional twenty places to representatives 
of women’s societies. A county convention 
will be held early in January, when the wom- 
en members of the committee will be chosen.

TRYING TO AVOID CLASH. 
BY JOHN CALLAN O'LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson is making strenuous ef- 
forts to avoid military intervention in Mex- 
ico. 

Once more Gen. Huerta has refused com- 
pliance ‘with an ultimatum presented to him 
by direction of this government. He was 
notified that he must prevent a meeting of 
the personally selected congress he cre- 
ated. His answer was an official call for the 
congress to assembie on next Saturday. 

The United States manifested its displeas- 
ure at Huerta’s obstinacy by directing Spe- 
cial Commissioner Lind to leave Mexico 
City for Vera Cruz. The American chargé 
d'affaires remains in the capital. Thus the 
situation diplomatically remains as it was 
before the latest ultimatum was presented, 
gave that the American government has sus- 
tained a further loss of prestige. 

It is apparent to those who are followin: 
the Mexican situation that this backing and 
filling cannot continue. The president re- 
peatedly has told Huerta that he must go. 
Huerta is still in office and shows no inten- 
tion of going. 

Rebels See U. S. Support. 

Under the circumstances, the president has 
taken the next step in the hope of the early 
elimination of Huerta, and the settlement of 
the Mexican question. Through William 
Bayard Hale, the unofficial representative of 
the state department, he is engaged in nego- 
tiations with Gen. Carranza, leader of the 
constitutionalists. To this extent he has rec- 
ognized Carranza and put heart into the con- 
stitutionalist cause. 

There are reports in circulation that the 
president is endeavoring to bring about a 
coalition of patriotic Mexicans. including 
followers. of Huerta and followers of Car- 
ranza, which will assure the expulsion of the 
former and the restoration of peace to the 

distracted country. 

If Carranza can be induced to accept the 
rule of some man who has not been con- 
nected with recent events and the consent 
of Huerta to retire in favor of the person 
selected should be secured, then a solution 
of the situation could be worked out sat- 
isfactorily. 

Failing to obtain an agreement the only 
measure that would save the United States 
from intervention would be to raise the 
embargo on arms and to back Carranza with 
the moral support of thts country. Before 
this can be done Carranza must set up a 
temporary government and pledge himself to 
observe the provisions of the Mexican con- 
stitution, hold fair and free elections when he 
obtains possession of the capital and other- 
wise refrain from the observance of dic- 
tatorial.methods. Carranza is agreeable to 
practically any proposal in exchange for 
American support. 


More Fayorable, Wilson Says. 

It is these negotiations which are in prog- 
ress that is responsible for the president's 
hope of a peaceful settlement. He allowed 
himself to be quoted today as follows: 

There are elements in the case which I 
cannot at present discuss, but which make it 
look to me very much more favorable.“ 

By the words more favorable the pres- 
ident is, understood to have meant the oust- 
ing of Huerta and the restoration of peace 
and order. 

It was announced by Secretary Bryan yes- 
terday that the president contemplated mak- 
ing a statement on the Mexican sityation. 

At the White House this morni the state- 
ment-was promised for the afternoon. But 
the president himself denied he had in con- 
templation the issuance of a statement, ex- 
plaining to some of his callers that it was 
his custom whenever he was interested in a 
case to put his views in writing and W them 
away for future reference.

All 
immigrants brought to Chicago will be housed 
in the building until relatives or friends come 
to take them to their future homes or they 
themselves indicate where they want to go. 

“The government will maintain super- 
vision and a sort of protectorate over the im- 
migrants from the time they land in this 
country until they finally are settled.”

A letter was received from William Dean 
Howells, addressed to Robert Underwood 
Johnson, secretary of the academy, and was 
read by Mr. Hutchinson. 


Dear Mr. Secretary,“ it read. Tou know

share the welcome offered you of the in- 
stitute and academy by the lovers of arts and 
letters in the most hospitable city of Chi- 
cago. I cannot go with you, not because Chi- 
cago is so far, but because I am. Chicago 
is very near, near every heart that loves great 
and generous things, and believes them more 
and more possible as time goes on, and the 
perplexed and anxious present becomes the 
secure and radiant future, when all the 
poems and novela, the pictures and statues 
shall be as good as those we should each 
like to create. When I tell over to myself 
the names of the Chicagoans who have done 
fine and beautiful things already in those 
kinds I begin to envy the inspiration you will 
find among them.

Explains Aim of Academy. 

“The Academy and Instſtute, said WII 
liam M. Sloane, chancellor of the academy, 
and professor in Columbia university, “ are 
not self formed bodies of conceited and self 
satisfied gentlemen whose purpose is to re- 
ceive adulation and praise from those who 
do not belong. The members do not intend to 
dictate any form for the arts or establish 
any set formula of literary standards. 

“The academy was organized when indi- 
vidualism was the paramount factor in our 
national life. At first the men elected to it 
were afraid to accept. They said each man 
in this country was fighting for himself and 
every man had to ferret out his own goa) of 
success in life. The founders of the academy 
were urged not to form such an organization 
for fear of an overthrow of the democratic 
standards. 


„We're American, Not Foreign.” 

*“ Such a fear is and was ungrounded. The 
academy and institute are entirely Ameri- 
can. They have been alluded to as though 
they assumed they were constituted by im- 
mortals.” They have no parallel with any 
foreign institutions. We are American in 
our origin and aspiration. Weare represent- 
ing a devotion to the creative efforts of men 
in which money has no concern. 

There is an irresistible movement in art 
and literature which is going to affect all 
nations. There has arisen a wonderful sense 
of beauty in things. The academy and the 
institute cannot presume to have an infiu- 
ence to swerve this movement one way or 
another, but it can and will exercise the 
power of upholding the ideals of the highest 
type in art and belles-lettres,” 


Tells of Chicago’s Growth, 

Brander Matthews alluded to the wonder- 
ful growth of Chicago since the last time 
he saw it and since the first time he saw it 
when he was 3 years old. 

“Envious New Yorkers term Chicago the 
Windy City.“ he said. It is because we New 
Yorkers see you can always raise a wind for 
a good cause. Chicago has done the impossi- 
ble.

Becomes Nationwide. 


HE movement to supp' ess malicous and 
misleading caricatures of Jews, negroes, 
Irishmen, and ether races begun in Chi- 
cago several months ago under the lead- 

_ ership of Judge Hugo Pam has assumed 
national scope with the formation of the Anti- 
Defamation league just organized, with head- 

uarters in Chicago. 
1 A vigorous campaign against all. forms of 
defamation, through the stage, the schools, and 
periodicals, has been outlined by the ‘executive 
committee, of which Sigmund Livingston, a 
Chicago attorney, is chairman. The principal 
attention of the league will be devoted for 
some time at least to the eradicatian of un- 
favorable comment on Jews as a race, The 
Jews, according to the executive committee, 
stand in the greatest need of protection. 
— — 

For the present the campaign is planned 
along the three lines of education, vigilance, 
and legislation. An attempt will ve made to 
furnish histories of the Jewish race, and arti- 
cles on the ethics, customs, religion, and phil- 
osophy of the people. Lecturers and publicists 
will be employed to interest other races in 
Jewish subjects. 

The committee plans to employ correspond- 
ents who will report any scurrilous attacks on 
the Jews to the secretary. ‘theaters and mo- 
tion pictures, as well am textbooks in the 
schools, will be censored so far as found 
possible, 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. a member of the com- 
mittee, with Judge Pam,. Congressman A. J. 
Sabath, and a number of other Chicagoans, 
said yesterday that the race feeling against 
Jews is due almost entirely to misconception. 

—— 

„Those who are most violent against the 
race are those who cannot count any of us in 
their acquaintance. They are the people who 
believe the stage Jew is the real Jew. 

“A stage Irishman is funny and not offen- 
sive, because he is a good humored caricature. 
We wouldn’t mind be laughed at in that way. 
The society, as I understand it, will seek to 
protect the other races, negro, Irish, and Ger. 
man, from false representation. The Jew needs 
it the most, however.”

Limited Demand Causes Break 
in Market; Sheep and Lambs 
Decline. 


Hog prices at Chicago yesterday opened 
at an andvance of Sc and closed with the 
gain eliminated. Nearly all of the desirable | 
hogs included in fresh receipts of 26,000 head 
cleared before the market weakened, and the 
average price for the day was advanced 40 
to $8.02.
